designation of trial examiners as 
hearing examiners 

On October 12. 1951, the Commis¬ 
sion’s staff was directed to refer to the 
examiners who preside at its hearings as 
“Hearing Examiners”. They had there¬ 
tofore been designated as “Trial Ex¬ 
aminers”. 

In accordance with this directive, such 
designations were used in the subsequent 
revision of § 2.20 Interlocutory appeals 
to the Commission from rulings of hear¬ 
ing examiners (17 F. R. 9807). 

In the interest of consistency, the 
words “Trial Examiner” or “Trial Ex¬ 
aminers’ 1 as they appear at present in

1. Pursuant to authority vested in me 
by provisions of the Federal Property and 
Administrative Services Act of 1949, 63

4. The authority herein delegatedmay 
be redelegated to any officer or employee 
of the Department of Agriculture sub¬ 
ject to the limitations of section 307 of 
the act. 

5. This delegation of authority shall
